Hie Stale, unless they east their votes 
fur one or other of the two great dominent parties. By 
this law. it becomes necessary to have 2<ib signers to a 
petition, which must then lie delivered the County 
Clerk, humbly asking to have the privilege of naming 
and vnii.ti for such men as they believe to be the most 
siii’mhie for the oltices to be filled. Where these 200 sig- 
naiun-s cannot be obtained, good men are to be deprived 
•of \ tiling unless they vote the Republican or Democratic 
t it |;.h . T he object, we presume, was to head off the 
‘Temperance or Prohibition volt;; but in the end, it will 
have a contrary effect; for many who have been waver¬ 
ing. will be so disgusted with such a detestable law, that 
they will waver no longer, and an impetus and activity 
will i.e gjven to temperance work and temperance work¬ 
ers in X<-w Jersey heretofore unknown, unless the peo¬ 
ple an* willing p‘> leonine slaves, and vote as the politi¬ 
cal hushes dictate, or not at all. Are Jerseymen ready 
furl his? Wliat udd!e<l brain hatched this law? Is it 
any better or worse than the one that caused the tea to 
betliinwn overboard in Boston harbor? 

It is an old but trite saying, that whom the gods in- 
P'ud t«* destroy, they first, make blind, that is. to take 
away iln-ir judgment, deprive them of common sense.
